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The  proportion  of  the  world's  cotton  exports  sup- 
plied by  the  United  States  declined  steadily  from 
the  mid-1920's  to  the  end  of  World  War  11.  Since  the 
end  of  the  war,  U.  S.  exports  have  risen  to  an  aver- 


age of  slightly  more  than  40  percent  of  the  world's 
exports.  In  the  1952-53  crop  year,  U.  S.  exports 
will  probably  decline  to  between  35  and  40  percent 
of  total  world  cotton  exports. 
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Exports  of  cotton  from  the  United  States  in  the  August-October 
period,' the  first  3  months  of  the  1952-53  season,  were  substantially  lower 
than  for  the  same  three  months  a  year  earlier,  but  domestic  consumption 
was  at  a  higher  levels    Hov;ever,  the  export  rate  is  expected  to  increase 
during  the  next  few  months  and  the  total  for  the  season  is  estimated  at 
slightly  more  than  4-  million  bales,  compared  with  5,5  million  in  1951-52, 
This  estimate  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  international  situation 
will  not  change  materially  during  the  remainder  of  the  marketing  year. 

The  chief  reasons  for  reduction  in  exports  of  U,  S,  cotton  this  year 
are  the  prospects  for  increased  supplies  and  slightly  smaller  consumption 
in  foreign  non-communist  comitries,  and  the  decline,  in  prices  of  most 
foreign  growths.    Production  in  the  non-communist  foreign  countries  for 
1952-53  is  estimated  to  be  slightly  lower  than  a  year  earlier  but  this  is 
moire  than  offset  by  the  larger  carry-over  at  the  beginning  of  the  season^ 
Consumption  in  these  countries  is  expected  to  be  slightly  lower  than  in 
1951-52a    Consequently,  the  carry-over  in  foreign  non-communist  counti'ies 
on  August  1,  1953  probably  will  be  about  600  thousand  bales  larger  than  a 
year ' earlier , 

The  increase  in  supplies  abroad  will  not  depress  U,  S,  exports  as 
much  as  might  be  expected,    A  substantial  proportion  of  the  foreign  carry- 
over on  August  1,  1952  was  accumulated  under  vai'ious  government  price 
suppori^  programs.    Prices  paid  for  some  of  this  cotton  were  much  higher 
than  current  world  prices,  particularly  in  Brazil  and  Argentinas  Only 
small  quantities  of  the  carry-over  in  such  countries  may  enter-  international 
trade  if  these  countries' held  their  prices  at  current  levels,  Hov/ever, 
prices  of  othgr  foreign  growths  have  dropped  below  those  of  comparable 
qualities  of  U»  S,  cottone 

Factors  that  ^^rill  tend  to  encourage  U,  S,  exports  later  in  the  season 
are  the  preference  for  American  cotton  in  some  countries,  prospect's  that 
some  importing  countries  may  increase. their- stocks- above- the  levels  pre- 
vailing at  the  beginning  of  the  marketing  year,  and  the  low  quality  of 
stocks  "  in  some  foreign  producing. countries  at -the  beginning  of  the  crop 
year. 

Grants  and  loans  made  by.  the  U.  S^^  .Government  to  foreign  countries 
so  far  this  season  will  finance  about  970  thousand  bales  -of  cotton  at 
current  prices,  compared  vath  1,2, million  bales  for  all  of  last  season, 
I-BA  has  authorized  grants  which  will  finance  about  760  thousand  bales.  Cot- 
ton purchased  with  ISA  funds  authorized  through  December  l6  must  be  shipped 
by  March  31,  1953.    Export- Import  Bank, funds  will  finance  about  210  thou- 
sand' bales;    The  funds  from  these  tv/o  sources  which  will  be  used  to  finance 
exports  total  approximately  186  million  dollars  compared  with  about 
2/^5  million  in  the  1951-52  crop  yearo 
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The  current  estimate    of  iU,  S-^  exports  is  somewhat  lower  than 
our  estimate  issued. in  October  and  total  disappearance  in  the       Sj  in 
1952-53  njay  be  close  to  13.7  million  bales,  compared  to  HsS  million  last 
season.    If  the  rate  of  domestic  mill  consuiiption  which  prevailed  from 
August  through  November,  37,7  thousand    bales  per  working  day,  should 
continue  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  season,  consumption  from  August  1, 
1952  through  July  31,  1953  would  total  about  9*7  million  bales.

Recent  Developments 

Exports  of  U:^  S«  Cotton  in  1952-5^  - 
Estimated  .at -Around     I^llion  Bales 

Assuming  that  the  international  situation  will  not  change  sub- 
stantially, exports  of  United  States  cotton  are  expected  to  be  slightly 
more  than  4-  million  bales  during  the  1952-53  crop   year^  compared  with 
5.5  million  during  1951-52o    This  estimate  is  derived  from  an  assessment 
of  the  world  supply  and  demand  picture  as  it  has  developed  in  the  recent 
past  and  as  it    appears  likely  to  develop  in  the  next  7  or  8-  months.

Foreign  cbtton  production  in  1952-53  will  be  almost  as  large  as  in 
1951-52c  Although' exports  of  foreign  cotton  are' likely . to  increase  over 
last  season^  they  probably  v/ill  not  rise  enough  to  absorb  all  the  export 
supply  available  in  the  1952-53  crop  year.  The  carry-over  in  foreign  non- 
communist  countries  for  August  1,  1953  is  expected  to  be  about  600  thou=- 
sand  bales  larger  than  the  carry-over  on  August. l.»..

A  third  reason  for  expecting  increased  carry-over  in  foreign  non- 
communist  countries  is  that  stocks  in  some  importing  countries  on  August  1, 
1952  v;ere.  low  in  relation  to  their  expected  consumptions      ^ibo'fc  im— 
jso'r.tlig     countries  normally  carry  stocks  to  cover  at  least  3  to  4-  months 
consumption  and  some  countries,  such  as  the  United  Kingdom  and  Svdtzerland, 
carry  stack  to  cover  consumption  for  6  months  or  moreo    West  Germany,  France, 
Japan  and  several  smaller  countries  had  relatively  low  stocks  of  cotton  at 
the  start  of  the  current  marketing  year.    With  cotton  prices  generally  at 
the  lowest  level  in  the  past  4  years many  of  these  countries  may  build  up 
stocks  by  .August  1,  1953  to  a  higher  level  than  a  year  earlier.  Although 
India  will  probably  reduce  her  larger  than  normal  carry-over,  the  net  in- 
'crea.se.  in  stocks  in  importing  countries'  may  be  around  200  thousand  bales. 

Foreign  consumption  was  at  a  low  rate  during  the  first  7  months  of 
19523    However,  consumntion  in  ma:ny  foreign  countries  has  increased  dur- 
ing the  past  2  or  3  months^    Consumption  in  France,  Italy,-  the  Netherlands, 
Norway,  and  the  United  Kingdom  has  shown  a  marked  increase  over  the  low 
rate  prevailing  during  the  first  half  of  1952,    Consumption  in  West  Germany, 
India,  Japan,  Portugal,  Canada,  Denmark,  and  Finland  was  higher  during 
the  last  2  or  3  months  than  the  rather  high  rates  of  a  year  earlier.  The 
current  rates,  of,  consumption  indicate  that  non-communist  foreign  countries 
probably  will  consume  15,4  to  15.8  million  bales^ 

These  estimates  of  foreign  consumption  during  1952-53  and  the  foreign 
carry-over  on  August  1,  1953  are  not  precise.    The  actual  figures  could  be 
above  or  belovr  the  ones  used  hiere  and  any  such  variation  would  affect  U,  S<, 
exports.
